As to a State Penal Farm. 


The Indiana penal farm commission, (-routed by tho 


last legislature to investigate the desirability of establish- 
ing a state farm to which those convicted of misdemeanor 
might be sent a-ncl given employment nither than to hoiise 
them in county jails, is preparing to make a tour of in- 
spection to observe the workings of similar institutions 
elsewhere, and it. will doubtless have an interesting report 
to make to the legislature whioh meets i-n -Tanury. 


But a day or two ago The Sentinel printed a desr-rip 


tion of the experiences of the city of Pan Diego in a similar | 
direction, in which it is declared that it. had proven not.j 
only excellent as a reformative, institution, but had act- 
ually yielded a public revenue. It cannot be disputed that 
some practical provision for the utilization of the labor of 
the misdemeanants would be infinitely preferable to hous- 
ing them in county jails with others of varying degrees of 
degradation, to loaf'iu idleness and to be fed at the public 
expense. But the question of profit and loss to the state 
or the county is not the chief consideration. If the mod- 
em idea that reformation and not punishment is the end 


. to be achieved in the case of the person guilty of minor in- 
fraction of the law is correct, the penal farm would seem 
to be in all respects an admirable form in which to make 
the application of the principle in Indiana. So far as ejv.i 
he learned, the idea is working out to excellent advantage 
near Cleveland, Baltimore, Washington and other Ameri- 
can cities where it is being tried. We hope to see Indiana 
act promptly in the matter of a penal farm if the research 
pi" the commission substantiates half the 
advantages 


claimed for those that are already in existence.

Monroeville, Ind., Sept. 14.—When on 


Monday of this week the handsome new 
school building of the St. Rose Catholic 
parish at Monroeville, recently completed, 
•was opened for' use there were seventy- 
one scholars enrolled and that number 
present.

The school build-1 
ing has the capacity for caring for one 
hundred comfortably. 


There are two school rooms used, with 


three sisters as teachers, Sister %Ethel- 
bert being the' - superioress. They are 
the sisters from the School Sisters of St. 
Francis at Milwaukee, Wis. 


The 'St. Rose 'Academy.- 


The .new school building is called the 


St. Rose academy. 
It is a two-story 


pressed brick cdilice, with stone orna- 
mentation, with basement hall under- 
neath and ft wing extending eastward in 
which the home of the resident sisters 
is located. 
The main building is 35x80 


feet and the.wing-25x37. steam-heated, 
electrically lighted and modern in every 
detail. lii -its construction and equip- 
ment, with furnishings, it, has cost'the 
parish $10,000. Ooutsidc of Fort Wayne 
there -isn't a liner or more' comfortable 
school building in the county. 


The St. Eosc academy faces on Mul 


berry street.' one of the best streets o 
the town. The two school rooms are lo 
catcd on thq first floor with a wide hal 
leading to them from the two entrances 
and cloak and coat rooms and;.toilet 
conveniently located: 
The lower hall 


loads-to the wing.building occupied by 
the sisters as their home. 'These are ar- 
ranged with every living convenience. 


On the second floor there'is-a-large- 


hall, or the St. Rose aaditorium, as it is 
ailed. It is equipped with a-Targe stage 
for entertainment?, equipped with seen-, 
ery, etc. Its seating capacity is .400, 
hairs being used. U is designed to use 
this auditorium, which is-the largest in 
;he town, for entertainments of a varied 
character. The opening attraction in it 
was a play. "The Light Eternal." given 
by the theatrical company, of. Manager 
M. E. Rice, of the Majestic theater, at 
Kort Wayne, which scored a great suc- 
cess in regard to .attendance and the 
merits of. the production. 


The basement room of the building is 


a large one. with, a cement floor.-and 
will be equipped for social entertain- 
ments, meetings., etc., for • which it is 
nicely adapted.

Think how sorely tried is the ordinary 


individual's patience with but. a 
few;

The average per- 


son generally begins to lose control of 
himself and to tinge- his voice with a 
tone of gruffness or disgust when only 
one or two such unnecessary queries'are 
put to him. 


Consider, then, what a calm, cool, self- 


possessed and yet responsive nature must 
be possessed by one who has as her daily 
duty to ansiftr between 1,500 and 2,000 
questions per day of eight 
working 


hours, when fully 70 per cent, of such 
questions arc- either absurd or impossi- 
ble to answer. 
In addition, she must 


give attention to complaints, adjust dif 
Terences, attempt to placate the irate 
subscriber who feels that he has a "kick" 
• coming, and supply information wherever 
possible, all the while keeping even-tem- 
pered about it.

Such a task is that of the chief op- 


erator of the telephone exchange in ar 
average-sized city, and the exchange ol 
the Home Telephone company in Fort 
Wayne is no exception. 


For nine years Mrs. Gertrude Lynch 


has been the' chief operator of the loca 
Home company, and the figures repre 
sentative of her tasks during that tinu 
while at work are astounding. 


Has Answered 4,792,500 Queries. 


Reducing to figures, Mrs. Lynch dur 


ing the. nine years has responded to 4, 
792,000 calls, and thousands and thou 
sands and thousands of them have cithc 
been so absurdly simple or' foolish tha 
they have been ridiculous. 


Mrs. Lynch can talk by the 'hou 


of the funny questions that have bee' 
put to her. 
The listener is enjoyin 


even better entertainment than -is af 


' 
forded on the best vaudeville stages at 
times. 


"I can not remember them all." says 


Mrs. Lynch, "but one question from one 
of the leading club -women of the city 
.that came to me several years ago has 
always remained in my memory.

Boards Blaze After Fire Alarm. 


Telephone girls are said to hate to hear 


.lie .fire alarm. 
For immediately their 


loards blaze forth with calls from about 
>alf the subscribers on their board, 
not unusual sieht, but one that is al- 
most amazine. is to witness the exchance 
ward of a telephone company in a city 
ike Fort Wayne following the nlarm of 
the fire bell. During the. day th* sfoht 
is not so pretty, for the little red lights 
that twinkle whenever the receiver is 
lifted off the" hook do not show up well. 
At niefht, however, they blaze forth al- 
jno't in n hurst of flame. For everr one 
wants to know where the fire is located. 
The girls prit their teeth and steady 
themselves for the attack, but they are 
generally unable to cope -with it suc- 
cessfully. It is just a case of too many 
calls, and the mechanism of the human 
is .not tuned to such a gait ns to an 
a-hundred calls within a minute. Mrs. 
Lynch says she has visited-t^lenhone ex 
changes in other cities, and only a part 
of them are troubled so much with the 
fire queries. 


Girls Quiet But Busy. 


Enteritis the exchanee room of the 


Home company, one feels almost 


;hough he should st^p on tip toe. The 
room is located-on the third floor of'tbe 
company's building at the corner of Clin- 
ton and East Main streets, and most of 
the noises in-the room are those creeping 
in from • the streets through the open 
windows. 
. There .are thirty-four exdiange board? 
arranged in a straight line down the full 
length of-the room, with. 120 telephones 
centering on each board. There are about 
120 different girls employed as operators, 
both regulars and for the relief work, al- 
lowing one operator for ea.ch of the busy 
boards. 


At the boards controlling the 
tele- 


phones in the less busy residence sections 
of the city, two operators are employed 
to every three boards. There are about 
twenty-five girls at work at one time, 
but only because of the low hum of the 
voices answering calls and the incessant 
click as conections are made or broken 
can cne tell that the exchange room is a 
really busy , Vice. 


The operators sit close to the boards 


n comfortable chairs with their backs 
.urned' toward the light. In the esccp- 
;ionally -warm, weather cool breees ar? 
blown over the girls from electric fans 
arranged for them. 


Little Time to Visit. 


With the ever-increasing number o£ 


phones, there is more and more for the 
telephone operator to do. and she now 
has 'but little time in which to visit 
either -..-ith (i:-r companion worker; or 
with others over the lines. In other 
words, "flirting" over the telephone with 
the operator is becoming more and more 
of an impossibility. 
The 
operator is 


kept her very busiest attending to the 
calls that now come in on the board, for 
there is fiardly a minute during which 
some call does not start the'little red 
light burning on the board. 


To the rear nnd on the other side of 


the room, sit the chief operator. Mrs. 
Lynch, and her assistant. Miss Bertha 
Karser. Mrs. Lynch is quickly seen to 


be the power behind the throne after a i 
person has been watching the. processes 
through a period of five minutes or so. 


Mrs. Lynch's desk is a 'combination 


chief's and monitor's desk. 
It, has a 


series of lights which show whether or 
not there is any call on the respective 
boards. When one of those lights ap- 
pears, the cKief knows that the operator 
at that board should be attending to it, 
and should the operator by chance be con- 
versing with her neighbor, she is the 
recipient of a pleasant but sern "s-s-s-t" 
from the lips of the chief. Generally, 
such a warning suffices, hut the -chief 
also has .stronger words at her control. 
A part of tho monitor's desk consists of 
a series of buttons, one leading to each 
of the boards, and when one of those but- 
tons is pressed the operator knows that 
she is under surveillance by the chief. 


Other equipment of the chief is her 


up-to-the-minute 
telephone 
directory 


with extra leaves pasted between each 
sheet so that the new numbers may be 


sroperly placed, and Immediately. Be 
side her is the cabinet of cards giving tin 
ocation of phones on every street, anc 
the party or parties who possess a phone 
of such and such a given number.

With such a number of cnlls, H 
5 not difficult to realize how some few 
if them may he neglected. 


Tn service over the city and with th« 


loll lines are fi,100 Home phones, in- 
chiding the desk extensions, etc. A gang 
of four men and n horse and wagon are 
kept busy all the time installing new 
plionep. An average of from "5 to 100 
sew phones are installed every month.

(An address by Dr. James M. Gray, 


dean, of the Moo3y Bible institute of 
Chicago, before the Young People's con- 
ference at Winona Lake, Ind.) 
. As I am asked to speak to you on the 
subject of 
"Christian 
Vocations 
for 


Young People," I would begin with verse 
7. in the fourth chapter of Paul's letter 
to theSEphesians, where he says: "Unto 
every one of us- is given grace according 
to the measure of the gift of Christ." 


"Us" is the important 
-word here, 


which docs not mean everybody, but 
only true Christian believers in the sense 
of redeemed and regenerated men and 
women. On such as.thesc the Lord Jesus 
Christ-bestows .spiritual gifts as he may 
he pleased to do, as the rest of the verse 
says. These "gifts'''are for the use and 
blessing of the whole church, and are 
described in general terms in. the fol- 
lowing verse as "apostles, prophets, evan- 
gelists, pastors and teachers.'' 


Schools Can Not Make Ministers. 


Xote this, that while -we all'believe in 


education and especially in an educated 
ministry, yet all the colleges and semi- 
! naries and Bible institutes in the world 
can. not make one such apostle, prophet, 
evangelist, pastor or teacher. They have 
tried to make them and have turned out 
graduates " that looked aad acted like 
them, perhaps, but they trere not the 
real things, and" the church has suffered 
by the imposition.

prophet, evangelist, pastor or teacher hs 
the gift of the fireat Head of the chiirclt 
in. his body.

First Edifice of First Presbyterian Con- 


gregation, of Fort Wayne. 


Two Prestiyteries Originally. 


Originally tne Presbyterian!! in this 


section of the state had two presbyteries 
instead of one. a? at present, and they 
embraced about the same territory—the 
counties of Allen. Adams. WcJIj.'Hunt 
iiigton. 
Kosciusko. 
Whitii-y. DoKalb. 


Xoblc. Sftibcn. Lnpranze and Klkhart. 
The presbyteries were those of "•<• "nrw 
school" and the "old school.'' dcsignal-1 


is such in the minutes, and both organ- 
i2»zd in .the same year and month, Oc- 
tober. 1844. The first sessions of each 
were held in Fort Wayne. They continued 
':his separate existence until 1370. 


The new school presbytery was formed 


by order .of the synod of'Indiana and 
met for its first session at the Second 
Presbyterian church, in this city, on No- 
vember S. 1844. with the following mem- 
bers present: Rev. James Thompson, of 
Wabash: Rev. Thomas 
Anderson ' of 


Huntington. and Revs. 
Asa 
.Johnson. 


Alexander Lemon and Charles Beecher. 
The purpose of their meeting at that 
time was to ordain Charles Bepcher. who 
wss a licentiate, as minister of the Sec- 
ond Presbyterian church of this city, 
and he was so ordained. 


The first meeting of the old school 


presbytery, according to the minutes, 
which was. formed by the order of the 
synod of Northern Indiana in 3844. was 
held at the First Presbyterian church in 
Fort Wayne on -January 1. 1545. Rev. 
Alexander Williamson presiding. Others 
present were Jacob Wolfe. Samuel G. 
Weeks. John H. Kevins, John H. Hnss 
all apparently ministers, and Elders Jap. 
H. Robinson, of Fort Wayne: Robert 
Baird, of Cedar Creek; Adam Hutfield, 
of Pleasant Ridge: Samuel Patterson, of 
Dccatur; Win. Craig. Wm. Tiffin and 
Samuei Andrews. The moderator elect- 
ed 'was Rev. Alex. Williamson, and the 
stated clerk. Rev. J. Wolfe. 


Historic Old Chnrch. 


The church edifice in which this first 


session of the old school presbytery of 
Fort Wayne was he!d at that time'was 
an historic church, the first building for 
religious worship exclusively ever erect- 
ed in Fort Wayne. It w-as built in 1S37. 
* frame edifice fifty feet, square, that 
stood on the south side of Berry street, 
between Barr and Tjfayettc streets. 


The paflor at the time the hou«c of 


worship, was built was Rev. Alex. T. 
Rankin. H* served in that wpacitv un- 
til September, 1843, and then came" Rev. 


W. C. Anderson, who resigned in six 
months on account of his failing health. 
It was at this first session of the old 
school presbytery held in this historic 
church that the call extended 
by the 


First Presbyterian congregation to Rev. 
Hugh Sheridan Dickson, of Louisville, 
was laid before the presbytery, which ac- 
cepted him as a member, and.the follow- 
ing August he was installed as pastor. 


During his pastorate, probably about 


the time he entered on his duties in this 
city, the old frame church was aban- 
doned and the congregation began wor- 
ship in the new brick church built on 
the southeast corner of Berry and Clin- 
ton street?, which was destroyed by fire 
on the night of December 16. 1S82- 


Rev. Charles Beecher. 


As stated above, it was at the session 


of the presbytery, new school, held in 
November, 1S44.- that 
Rev. 
Charles 


Beecher wa= ordained and became pastor 
of the Second Presbyterian church in this 
city. He remained as pastor until April. 
1850. In November. lS4rt. th° ?e?=ion= of 
this presbytery were again held at the 
Second Presbyterian 
church 
in Fort 


Wayne, and the minutes oi^the meeting 
show a really interesting incident. As 
copied verbatim from this old record now 
in th« possession of the stated 
clerk. 


Rev. Shirey. thi= incident is n* follows: 


"Rov. Charles Beecher, the pastor of 


the Second Presbyterian church at Fort 
Wayne, having published, February 22, 
1846, 
two sermons containing erroneous 


statements, the presbytery 
appointed 


Revs. J. Thompson. T. Anderson and J. 
G. Brice a committee to confer with him 
on the subject. 
Ther reported to the 


presbytery that they found him con- 
firmed in the sentiments enunciated in 
the two sermons and was ready yet, in 
a Christian spirit, to defend them. 


"In the hope that he would chance hrs 


mind after due consideration, the presby- 
tery permitted him to retain hi? con- 
nection with it and at the fame time re- 
corded its disapproval of the sentiments 
expressed by him and as being contrary 
to the view? and practices of the Pres- 
byterian church. 


"At a later session of the prcsbyterv. 


in 1551. h? wa; sivon a dismissal to the 
Congregational Association of Xew York 
and Brooklyn. Thcrr i*. m>.rccord of hi? 
bavin; rsprc'scd any change of hi? opin- 


ions as given in the sermons referred to 
above. Perhaps he .has ceased to promul- 
gate such sentiments publicly, and the 
presbytery has thought best 
not 
to 


arouse the lion in his lair. To let him 
alone seemed the belter policy." 


After leaving here Rev. Beecher be- 


came one of the most prominent min- 
isters in the east. He wtis a brother of 
the famous Rev. Henry Ward Beecher. 
who. during the 
former's 
pastorate, 


preached 
in the Second Presbyterian 


church one Sunday.

wanted by the one offering it.

tion usually results. 
The significance 


of 537 as the amount cannot be learned, 
it being one of the unexplained and un- 
written laws of the tribe.
